S70 as adviser of the procurator gen- 
eral of his order, and in 1S71 was clios- 
n as procurator general. 


The- following year ho was sent to 


Palestine to report on the advisability 
of restoring Mr. Carmol Monastery. 


He found opportunity while on this 


mission to defend his order against 
jerinan encroachments. 


Just before the death of Pius IX., 


Gotti was made head of the "mother 
nouse" of the barefoot branch of the 
Carmelites. Nov. S, 1881, he became su- 
perior general of the order. 


In this capacity he visited England 


and America, where he traveled wide- 
ly, urging greater austerity 
o£ 
life, 


which he himself practiced. He wore 
no shoes and his clothing was of the 
coarsest. 
His room contained a hard 


cot and no ornaments. 


The inauguration of Leo's pontificate 


brought Gotti within a wider sphere of 
action. The new pope installed him at 
the Vatican in the 
Congregation of 


Indulgences and Sacred Tidies, March 
S, 1332, Leo Kill nominated Gotti titu- 
lar archbishop of Petra, and on May 
IS of the same year sent him to Bra- 
zil on a special mission, with the- ti- 
tle oi internuncio and envoy extraordi- 
nary, where he settled serious differ- 
ences between the Vatican and Bra- 
zil. 


At the consistory held Nov. 29, 1895, 


Gotti was made cardinal. 


Pope Leo first made him prefect of 


the congregation of bishops and regli-

KLLED IN AIR MID 


Four German Seaplanes Dropped 


48 Bombs on East Coast of 
Kent—One, Machine Destroyed 


LONDON', March 20.—Nine 
persons 


were killed and 31 injured in a raid 
of four Gemian aeroplanes 
over 
the 


east coast of Kent yesterday, it was 
announced officially last night. 


A British airman brought down one 


raider over the .sea, the German ob- 
server being killed. 


The ofl:cial .statement on the

reads as follows: 


"Four German seaplanes (lew

They dropped bombs 
on the town. 
One of this pair

British aeroplane^ One bomb is report- 
ed to have been dropped on Margate. 
' "The second machine appeared over 
Wesrgate at 2.20. Hero several of our 
aeroplanes went up in ' pursuit.

bombs were dropped on "Weslgate. 


"The total casualties so far report- 


ed are: Killed, three men, one woman 
and five children; injured, 17 men, live 
women and nine children.

were dropped altogether. 
One bomb 


fell on the Canadian hospital at Hams- 
gate, causing damage but no casual- 
ties.

"Flight Commander Bone, Itoyal Na- 


val air service, In a single-seater aero- 
plane, pursued one German seaplane 
30 miles out to sea, where, after an 
action lasting a quarter of an hour, he 
forced it to descend. 
The German 


machine was hit many times and tho 
observer killed." 


According to a. dispatch from Rams- 
sale, the two Gorman seaplanes which 
carried out a raid on that place wero 
attacked at sea bv a French machine 
before reaching the coast.

planes, however, arrived over the town 
and dropped a number of bombs, one 
of which killed a man and four chil- 
dren.

partisan ill our national affairs, 
and 


these would not look upon events in 
Mexico or anywhere else (airly. To 
point a moral and adorn a tale ol pre- 
paredness, they would create the most 
disheartening impressions here and 
throw a wet blanket on every large 
move of a military character. Having 
already gone on record as 
declaring 


that the army is no good and the navy 
worse, 
our 
windy agitators 
would 


search the newspaper files for proofs 


• of their assertion. Without 
in 
any 


way meaning to be disloyal to their 
government they would say and 
do 


things that in another country would 
be regarded 
as 
treasonable. Strict, 


censorship is, therefore, commendable, 
if only as a test of our national spirit, 
and the government that is so tolerant 
in time of peace should not permit 
liberty to degenerate into license at a 
crilicai time. 


The average citizen may well feel 


that his national affairs are 
in

hands. The administration has proved 
its wisdom through all manner of for-

life, 


which he himself practiced. He wore 
no shoes and his clothing was of the 
coarsest. 
His room contained a hard 


cot and no ornaments. 


The inauguration of Leo's pontificate 


brought Gotti within a wider sphero of 
action. The new pope installed him at 
the Vatican in the 
Congregation of 


Indulgences and Sacreri Relics, Ma.roh 
S, ISH2, Leo X1U nominated Gottl titu- 
lar archbishop of Petra, and on May 
IS of the i?ame year sent him to Bra- 
zil on a spccla.l mission, with the ti- 
tle or internuncio and envoy extraordi- 
nary, where ho settled serious differ- 
ences between the Vatican and Bra- 
zil.At the consistory held Nov. 23, 1S06, 
Gotti was made cardinal. 


Pope Leo first made him prefect of 


the congregation of bishops and regu- 
lars, and then prefect of the 
indul- 


gences and sacred relics. 
Only one 


higher gift lay in the hands of a pope, 
and on Jan. 29. 1002, Leo bestowed this 
upon Cardinal Gotti, nominating hjm 
prefect of the propaganda. 


It is the prefect of the 
propaganda 


who determines the appointments 
to 


he vacant bishoprics and archbishop- 
•ic.s in all missionary countries. 
It Is 


the prefect of the propaganda again 
who decides all disputes in connection 
with ecclesiastical 
administration of 


doctrine that may arise either direct- 
ly or through the papal delegates.

Maple Sus" Discovered 


As told by. Rowland Kobinson, tho

of hark and rain or snow.

color of tl:e early product was due to 
this adulteration and was not the real 
color of the sugar.

method the sap is hauled to the sugar 
house with as littlo exposure to the 
air as possible ami is quickly set to 
hoilir.pr in

shallow pan, underneath which a brisk 
wood fire Is kept burning.

llou-s into one end of the pan auto- 
matically, its progress Is retarded by 
partition* reaching two-thirds across,

The maple season, coming at a time 


before regular spring work on

take advantage of it.

by the fact that in Vermont, the lais 
est producing state in New England 
only a little more than halt tho tree 
aro tapped.

or two before the expected opening 
o£ the season, to to "break out" road 
through the maple grove.

Tho now of sap depends largely o 


weather conditions, but the amount o 
sap a. tree will yield depends on th 
area of its foliage. In

plained manner the tree absorbs from 
the air, through Its leaves, some * 
the ingredients that go to the makin 
of the sweet sap, while its other qual 
ties depend to some extent on th 
character of the soil in which th 
tree grows.

Collecting the Sap 


As soon as the sap flow begins, a 


big gathering tub. holding perhaps a 
hundred gallons, is placed on a sled 
and hauled by horses, or oxen about 
the grove, while the gatherers collect 
the sap and pour .it Into the 
tank. 


Some sugar makers have a grove on 
a hillside and pipe their sap by grav- 
ity to the sugar house, on a lower 
level, thus saving much time and ex- 
pense, but these favorable 
locations 


are 
few. The sap is hauled to the 


sugar house and started on its flow 
through the evaporator as quickly as 
possible. This is done to avoid the 
possibility of fermentation 
and 
also 


to prevent a darkening of the product 
through exposure to the air. 


Tho syrup from this first boiling 


is stored in special tanks until 
the 


time comes for another boiling that 
will reduce it to sugar — and then 
comes 
the sugaring off.

LONDON, March 20,—Nine persons 


were killed and 31 injured in a. raid 
of four German aeroplanes over the 
cast coast of Kent yesterday. It was 
announced officially last night. 


A British airman brought down one 


raider over the sea, the German ob- 
server being killed. 


Tho ofliclal statement on 
the

reads as follows: 


"Four German seaplanes flew over 


East Kent today.

Here several o£ our 
aeroplanes went up in 
pursuit.
